Isinglass xvas the mare’s third 
foal. When only two years old Deadlock’s hocks 
were sf> bad she was discarded .from racing stables.

Few men eoinldne these qnallflea- 
tions. Mr. Itade’s patience is little short of marvelous and lie controls tiie jiK'keys without inflicting 
tiie si'vere penalties wlvieli siime otlier starters find absolutely necessary In order to maintain dis- 
eipline. No Ihii'sc is too bad an actor for him to handle wltli g<x)d results ami ids tactics in getting 
down from ids stand and iK'rsonally taking charge of a fractious animal have frequently coiied sueeess- 
fnlly willi a situation tliat apiK’ared well-nigh lioix'less.. He makes it a practice to study the pecul- 
iarities of ex-er.v liorn* with which he lias to deal and this doulitless 1 ms mueU to do with the snceess 
that lie :iiis aeliieveil.
